The  Artisans  Program  provides  support  for  1500  juried 
artisans  who  live  and  work  in  Illinois,  by  marketing 
their  work  through  Artisans  Shops  and  Museum  Gift 
Shops.  (See  page  31  of  this  book.)  It  sponsors 
demonstrations,  festivals,  workshops,  exhibits  and 
artists’  presentations  at  each  location.  In  addition  to  this 
outreach  program,  it  publishes  Craft  Events  in  Illinois  to 
inform  the  public  of  other  craft  activities  they  can 
attend.
